REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose the following patentable limitations of the applicant's claimed and 
disclosed invention: 

3. The application claims a catheter that has an ablation electrode and insulating 
material, the insulating material and the electrode form a junction at the tip of the 
catheter, wherein the electrode forms a first sidewall of the junction having one diameter 
and the base of the junction having a second diameter, the insulating material forms the 
second sidewall of the junction. 

Cunningham (US 4896671) is regarded as the closest prior art. However, 
Cunningham does not disclose that the electrode makes up the base of the junction. 
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Art Unit: 3739 

Cunningham discloses an electrode and an insulating sheath but fails to disclose the 
same electrode makes up a base. 

The combinations of the claimed limitations are novel and found to be allowable 
over prior art. The cited references taken singly or in combination do not anticipate or 
make obvious the applicant's claimed invention. 

Claims 1 , 4-5, 7-20, and 22-40 are allowed.
